

Thanet Way 

The A299, Thanet Way , is a Euroroute crossing the 
North Kent coast designed to provide a faster link to 
the port of Ramsgate. The proposed route will 


Selar Farm Nature Reserve has been established 
on the site of a proposed opencast mine in the Neath 
Valley, S. Wales. Destruction of a SSSI is still being 
halted despite an eviction order being obtained by 
shamefully named Celtic Energy. Many beautiful 
oaks are to be killed along with the "protected" 
watermeadow, which is being dug up and “relocated" 
half a mile down the road. A tree village is expanding 
rapidly. Walkways and about twenty tree houses 
have been built, but people are still needed. The 
local people have been amazingly supportive, some 
building treehouses and putting up walkways. The 
eviction is imminent.

Leeds OpenCast 

On Tuesday 30th May, 30 people stopped work at the 
Garforth opencast mine near Leeds, until about 20 riot 
police, armed with quick-cuffs, dragged protesters away 
by their quick-cuffed wrists (quick-cuffs are only meant 
for violent offenders and cause extreme agony). They 
used extreme physical force and arrested 19 people 
under the CJA - now bailed from all open cast mines in 
the country. They are due to appear in Wetherby 
magistrates court on the 4th July. 

The direct action sent a large message to quarrying 
firms who are applying for 8 other sites in the area. 
Local people and Leeds City Council have turned down 
the proposal for the mine, but have been overruled by 
national government.

Protesters Gallup to the Polls! 

A recent Gallup poll has shown that support for protests 
and NVDA is up amongst the public. The poll shows 
that 68% of people believe there are times when 
protesters are justified in breaking the law. Protesters 
who broke the law in disrupting motorway building have 
the support of 62%, while illegal protests against the 
building of a nuclear power station would have the 
backing of 70%. According to The Telegraph, "It 
suggests a growing disillusionment with the response 
of politicians and government to public opinion” 
However, according to The Editor, "Middle England 
needs the Riot Act read to it. The belief that it is 
sometimes right to break the law as a protest has 
spread out from the traditionally more anarchic classes 
- students, trade unionists, unilateralists - to embrace 
all sections of opinion including those who used to know 
better."

Wells Relief Road 

Preparatory work on the Wells “Relief” Road has 
begun although the main contract won’t be signed 
until July 1st. Dodgy “archaeological survey work” 
(i.e. digging up a wildflower field) was stopped by 
EFIers on June 8th, and a camp was set up. 
Numbers are low but support is building after a town 
poll showed a majority of people oppose the scheme, 
which also goes through 2 school playing fields. The 


To show the stupidity of the governments thinking (the 
M77 will cut 7 minutes off your journey into Glasgow, 
trashing its way through Pollok Estate), local cycle 
campaigners had a race. Setting off by train, bus, car 
and bike they paralleled the M77 route as closely as 
possible. The cyclist won, getting into the city centre 
17 minutes before the car and train who were joint 
second. The bus was caught in a traffic jam!

M65 

On the 1 2th - 1 3th June, 72 protestors against the M65 
appeared in Blackburn Magistrates Court . 13 were 
connected with the Darwen Road squats and the rest 
from the 6 day siege of Stanworth Valley. History will 
remember them as hero's, even if the court didn't! They 
were bailed to appear at later dates. Then the party 
started!

Live Exports 

Action against Live Exports is continuing. Brightlingsea 
recently marked 1 00 days of protest with an action that 
resulted in over 60 arrests. The good news is that 
protests at Shoreham seem to have won. However the 
latest plan by exporters, Pan European Air, is to buy a 
small ex-military airfield in Wales. They recently toured 
Welsh farming areas appealing for donations of £1 000 


per farmer to help fund the scheme. 
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East Timor 

On 14th June 1994 35 activists entered British 
Aerospace's Stevenage site in protest at BAe's sale of 
24 Hawk aircraft to Indonesia, a country whose 
dictatorship has killed around 1 ,000,000 people in east 
Timor. The tower used for testing components of the 
Hawks was occupied by six of the group, after they 
had discovered that part of the perimeter fencing had 
suffered sufficient 'metal fatigue' for a six foot hole to 
appear. 

A large "BAe = Murder By Proxy” banner was unfurled 
off the tower. A blockade of two of the entrances to the 
site also occurred as well as awareness raising activities 
in the town centre. 

Perhaps the most amusing part of the action was the 
fact that the tower had an active phone line in it. 
Consequently it was turned into an impromptu "Stop 
the Hawks Press Office"! 8 people were arrested but 
were released without charge. Contact 01 71 561 1236. 

Shell 

Protests against Shell's decision to sink the Brent Spar 
oil storage rig in the Atlantic releasing tonnes of highly 
toxic waste have escalated. Greenpeace have re- 
occupied the rig and are planning forecourt actions 
around Britain.

Over in Germany protests have reached a much higher 
level with a widespread consumer boycott. There has 
also been a spate Of militant attacks against Shell with 
two petrol stations fi rebombed and one machinegunned! 
Shell are also involved in Nigeria where Ogoni tribes 
people protesting against the destruction of their lands 
by Shell have been killed. The Nigerian Military 
Dictatorship are currently holding their leader, Ken Saro- 
Wisa on death row.

M66, Manchester 

Work has started on this destructive road through many 
houses and some of Greater Manchester's remaining 
green bits, with 'exciting land fill sites and other 
improvements'. The M66 Denton-Middleton forms the 
eastern arm of a "motorway box" around the centre of 
the city, but the No M66 Campaign intend to stop the 
rot!.

Once a month in cities & towns all over the world cyclists 
en mass take to the streets to show there is an 
alternative to pollution and congestion of the Car 
Culture. There is no organisation in charge - just 
individuals coming together to make it happen. Advice 
from a sympathetic police officer "keep it anonymous, 
as named organisers are responsible and could be fined 
under criminal law. If you need a contact address use a 
box number."

Some 
however have had smaller turn outs (about 6) but you 
have to start somewhere! 


At the end of May, the Land is Ours movement staged 
a successful week long occupation of an area of 
enclosed land in Nottingham. The six acre site at 
Radford was cleared of rubbish as a camp was set up 
and workshops held on sustainable living. The 
occupation aimed to highlight ordinary people's 
exclusion and lack of access to open spaces. 
Campaigners believe that the land which is due to 
become a car park would make a wonderful wildlife 
sanctuary and stress that it is an area heavily used by 
locals as a recreation site. 

Uninvited picnickers also reclaimed some of the 
beautiful 4000 acre estate of Viscount Parker, 9th Earl 
of Macclesfield, for several days. He didn't even notice 
they were there until the ‘Oxford Times’ told him! 

McD's Dragged through the 
Chip-Fat. 

Wednesday 28th June, will be the anniversary of the 
longest libel trial in history, the McLibel case. This is 
between McDonalds and 2 unemployed members of 
London Greenpeace who distributed leaflets criticising 
McD's. Join the picket outside The High Court in London 
from 9:30 until 11:30 on the day. McD's, according to 
the national press, are at present trying to pull out of 
the trial, without losing the right to sue people for libel 
in the future. 

McDonalds credibility is dropping rapidly, as more and 
more unsavoury facts are brought to light in the trial. 
(Did you hear the one about the McDonald's 
representative who told Japanese business men that 
eating McD's would make them tall, blond and pale?) 
As Helen and Dave (from London Greenpeace) carry 
on with the case, more and more of the points that McD’s 
claim are libelous (eg. barbaric treatment of animals, 
poor working conditions for employees) are being 
proven. This is spurring the normal press on to criticise 
the multi- national. The Independent recently drew a 
direct link between rising rat populations and the 
increase in McDonalds outlets. Contact London

The Fairmile site (on the route of the A30 Honiton to 
Exeter road) is suffering from its own success at the 
moment. Acting as a tree climbing training camp and 
sending people to Wells, Thanet Way, and Selar has 
drained this beautiful camp of its more experienced 
climbers. More climbers and equipment are desperately 
needed as the contractors are expected to come in and 
remove the badgers from two setts along the route. If 
you're at Glastonbury its just down the road, come down 
and join in on the tree planting and other 'Reclaim the 
Land’ schemes. Go down the A30 towards Exeter and 
Fairmile is about 8 miles before you get to Exeter. Head 
up past the church and you will see the camp.

AGM Roundup 

Purchasing shares in companies with dodgy 
environmental dealings and then attending their Annual 
General Meetings is an increasingly used technique to 
exert pressure to stop pointless construction projects. 
There have been at least 4 recent major AGM actions. 
Costain, builders of the Cardiff Bay Barrage and bidding 
for the Newbury bypass were prepared for trouble and 
had an army of Group 4 security ready. As at the Tarmac 
AGM, environmental matters were placed on the 
agenda and the activists made sure that this dominated 
both meetings. Difficult questions were asked that the 
board failed to answer. Tarmac then set up an 
environmental advisory board...?!? The Amec (builders 
of the M65) board refused to answer any more questions 
after the environment began to dominate their AGM. 
Some of the 40 activists present continued to ask 
questions on their ethical and environmental policies 
before being physically ejected from the meeting which 
had to be stopped. A least one person was assaulted 
by a share holder. LAMB (Lloyds And Midland Boycott) 
went to the Midland AGM.

Free Mumia Abu-Jamal! 

Mumia Abu-Jamal, a former Black Panther and 
supporter of the radical green group MOVE, has been 
in prison in Philadelphia for over 13 years accused of 
murdering a cop. 

Mumia is innocent. There is no forensic evidence linking 
him to the murder and numerous witnesses have 
identified another man as the killer. During the incident 
Mumia was shot in the stomach and nearly killed. 
Mumia is a former Black Journalist of the Year, often 
described as the “voice of the voiceless”. He is widely 
recognised as a powerful African-American advocate 
of green ideas and action. MOVE have been the subject 
of horrifying persecution by the Amerikan state 
operations of COINTELPRO (the same people who 
organised the murder of leading Black Panthers and 
the framing of American Indian Movement activists like 
Leonard Peltier as well as bombing US Earth Firstlers). 
In 1985 a MOVE household was bombed and machine- 
gunned by the Philadelphia authorities killing 5 adults 
and 6 children. Most MOVE members are now in prison. 
Mumia has been framed because of his political beliefs. 
HIS EXECUTION IS SET FOR 10PM THURSDAY 
AUGUST 17th. 

Send a letter to Governor Tom Ridge, Main Capitol 
Building, Room 225, Harrisburg, PA 17210, USA 
demanding that Mumia Abu-Jamal must not be 
murdered by the State and calling for a fair retrial.

Whatley Quarry 

Whatley Quarry in Somerset, the biggest hole in Europe 
(the quarry that is, not Somerset), is planning an 
extension to increase its ability to supply roadstone for 
such schemes as the Batheaston Bypass (Solsbury Hill) 
and the Wells “relief” road. Local EFIers, Freedom 
Network and FoE (about 50 people altogether) gathered 
at 6am at the quarry on June 8th, D-locked the gates, 
obstructed the quarry rail link and blocked the lorries. 
They left at 9am (to get to the Wells relief road action) 
with nobody arrested or hurt... only to return that 
afternoon as planners and councillors toured the quarry. 
Flares were let off, banners dropped and the blasting 
machine was made inoperational. Apparently it wouldn’t 
start again when we’d left it either - oh dear!. But as the 
FoE spokesperson said, “people who are literally 
blowing up Somerset’s countryside aren’t in much of a 
position to complain about criminal damage.” More 
actions to come!
